I have not seen the foot- 
print at Willy's Creek, but 
have studied the giant loot- 
printi at Broome. 

Ttiey were first hrouj|;h< to 
icicnliSe notice by a Walter 
Jemei, who found the prints 
in 1945 and made a cait 
now in the Museum. 

Armed with this infonnit- 
tion, 1 wejit to sec for tny- 
wlf. 

Only at very bw tide are 
the prints uncovered, and 
then only for a few hours. 

We worked swiftly, pour- 
ing the plaster, and when it 
hardened Silted it in triumph. 

It was a perfect cast, and 
later featuTod as an exhihii 
in the Penh Wild Life 
show. There were about 20 
prints on the reef, hall be- 
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ing under ,ui nverlying %iah 
of rock. 

So^ as the years go by and 
the sea eats ill still further, 
mi>re prints will be revealed.

It is therefore appropriate 
that a recent expedition was 
sponsored by the American 
Museum of Natural History. 
Dr. E. H. Colbert, an expert 
on these fossils, supervised 
the casting of the firints. 

His conclusion is that they 
were made by a carnivorous 
lype of dinosaur. 

The great age of tEpliles 
was the MesoToic, and lor 
millions of years they flour- 
ished msghiity. 

1 oday they remain as a 
tiny remnant of the 
glories thai have gone, and 
crocodiles are the nearest 
approarh to the giant dino- 
saurs of the past. 



Some of the dinosaurs 
toppeti 5(1 ions and thi.^ 
makes them the heaviest 
land animals, though the 
blue whale, with a weight ui 
1 50 tons, exceeds them in 
thr sea. 

Yet with this huge weight 
went many di.'^advantages. 

One giant reptile, weigh- 
ing as much as an ciephani. 
had a brain of only two and 
a half ountx's, compared 
that of an elephant'.? lOlh. 

(Mail's brain weighs 3lb.). 

But the same animal made 
up fnr the smnllne^ of the 
brain by having a second 
^'braiti^' near the hips. 

This wa."! 2i) times as big 
and no doubt worked the 
rear end of the animal. 

But this was a clumsy way 
of doing ihtoigs, so we 
btunam eould easily outwit 
the iisi|;bty 30f), lugh and 
1 OOf L long itlnosaurs. 

A British scientisi. Dr. W. 
Swinton, summed up their 
abilities by !>aying that 
chough their senses were well 
developed, and they no 
doubt had some system of 
voice, their intelligence was 
low and "therefore stt^alth 
and ctinninjr formed nn part 
of the MesoKjic world, in 
which they are often pic- 
tured with inci niiirh agility 
and romprehciibion.'^

1 baimd the top of the sittitller blanlcei end with satin 
ribbon for the pram. The other became a cot Uankct- 

My mother had gathered all the odd bits of knitting 
wool from the women in the family and had crocheted 
tJiem into siiuares and joined litem togetlirr for another 
rol blanket. 

Tlus ^avc me an idea ior a pretty cot quilL J rotuided 
up all the dtr^smaliiag soaps litnn over tlse years and 
cut tlie prettiest cotton pieces into five-inch squares — 
florals, plains, pattemii, cle. — and arTaag;ed them in a 
simple patchwork. 

1 firessrti the scams Hat and lined the quill with half 
a Haiinelette sheet, leaving 3 wide marsm of sheetinti to 
turn to the front as fi bi^rder with mitred comers. 

The othcf half of the sheet te;;iinp a pretty carrying 
rug w^hen fared with prititf^d winceyctre and quilted with 
rfJWs of marking !fiitching; three inches apart.

FitiHing a favorite pram

Also I 
noticed that aui-tiatifcrs wtiiiltl sottielimes kniirk down 
an iicni of baby furniture in favor nf a *'lady-in-waitlng." 

1 decided to collect cane and wicker furniture, tis il 
was plentiful, lightweight, and cheap. 

A fni cost me a bassinet on a stand, 31)/-. a cane 

hijfhrhair, 15/-, an old-ta^ihionc^ cane, cretonoe-cuvered 
dicst of drawers and short wartirolie, £1 (I stripped oil 
the cr»;tOfinc and adiled new handles). 

An unusual cane chai.r with a lyre-shaped back and a 
wicker table with cedar top and shall I later found were 
real ojllectors' items and co.Ht me only I'J/b and .£1. 

1 scrubbed every item over with hot wafer and an anti- 
septic determent and left them to dry in the stin. My 
husband then painted everylhing white and we have had 
many ncinarks since about the anmctiv^e nursery "suit*."
